mR. THOS. BEAVIS DEAD. 


Peterborough’s Oldest Resident 
Dies in the Nicholls Hospital. 


The Peterborough Ww eekly Review un- 
der date of Jan. 6, says: “ Mr. Thomas 
Beavis, who has resided in Peterborough 
for a longer period than any other resi- 
dent, died at the Nic tholls hospital, after | 
a lingering illness or feeblencss, the result 

There was no resident of the 
town more widely kuown than Mr. Beavis. 
More especially was this so a few vears | 
ago, when, although well advanced in 
years, he took an active interest in the 
towns affairs, and when his flzure was a 
familiar one on the streets. Not only had 
he been resident here longer than any 
other citizen, but he was also one of the 

oldest in point of years, being 95 years of | 
age when he died. The late Thos. Beavis | 
was born in Ireland in 1803 and came to 
this country with his Cece arriving 
in Pe ‘terborough in 1s25 His father | 
settled and lived in 182s, " aceording te 


In 1526 the deceased was 
married, and as there were no clergymen 
Peterborough on that day, 


of Cavan. The deceased was a shoemaker 
by trade, and having married he settled 
here and lived a quict, industrious life, 
watching the settlement grow to a 
village and from a village to the prosper- | 
ous centre it is to-day. He always was

Steamers Gutch and Danube Sail With |

Vancouver, Jan.22.—The rush to the 
Atlin gold fields in northern Brtiish 
Columbia has commenced. Two ves- 
sels, the steamers Cutch and. Danube, 
left port today with over a hundred 
passcngers, who were booked here.

Boutan, a French expocrimenter, has tre- 
papned the shell and intrcduced a small 
bead of nacre, which might, however, be 
a truy pearl of a smail size, through the 
hote, and fixed it by means of cement to 
the shell ‘his bean was in coursa of 
tin.e covcred with nacra vy the oyster, 
anda fine jarzge pearl was the result. 
Dealers cannot distingoi-=h it from an 
Orient pearl. The cuestion of making 
pearis in this way was recently discussed 
at a@ mecting of ‘the Acedamies des 
Sciences, Faris, and MN Berthelot, tne! 
famous chemist, observed thas such a} 
pearl could onis be consideres a trae | 
pearl !f it bad at Jeast a handred Ilasera | 
uf the pesrl nacre; otherwise it would 
oniy be a icreign sabstance covered with 
nacre Of course if zn2 foraign matter is 
a pearl jtself this objection disappasrs, 
and we havo tke treans of producing 
pearls at will According to M. Lacaze 
Duthier, some two years would be re-! 
quired fora haliotide to produce a Lig 
pearl. The artificial pearl of the trade, 
fabricated from nzcre, could also be coat- 
ed in the same way. Exsidently the poasl 
mussel and oyster are about to be 
domesticated for the production of pearls, 
as the spider ie forsilk. Pearl divers may 
become a legend of the past.
